as  or  towards  a  reserve  fund,  the  said  surplus  shall 
be  distributed  among  the  shareholders  and  cus- 
toniers  of  the  Company  ujxjn  such  basis  and  in 
such  proiwrtion  as  may   be  set  out  in  the  said

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Although  the  Charter  of  the  Company 
gives  to  the  Company  very  wide  powers, 
this  does  not  necessarily  mean  that  the 
Company  must  put  into  effect  all  the  pro- 
visions of  the  Charter.
